REPORT SAYS 
MALENKOY IS 
IN BUDAPEST 


Budapest (JP) —Former Soviet 


Premier Georgi Malenkov was re- 
'iably , reported today to b« in 
Budapest to bolster the govern- 
ment of Russian-installed Premier 
Tanos Kadar. • 


An excellent source, who asked 


not to be quoted by name, said 
Malenkov, now a deputy Soviet 
premier, arrived in the Hungarian 
capital, Nov. 23. 


" This source said it was Malen- 
kov who advised Kadar to change 
his lenient attitude and resort to 
harsh measures against still strid- 
ing Hungarian workers. 


This was the explanation given 


for Kadar's two sharp speeches 
broadcast Sunday and Monday In 
which he reversed his former con- 
ciliatory attitude in conferences 
with leaders of the workers' coun- 
cil of Greater Budapest. 


Although Kadar has itated ex- 


plicitly that he will add only "non- 
partisans" to his presently 100 per 
cent Communist government, he 
conferred 
yesterday for three 


hours with Eela Kovacs, secre- 
tary general of the Smallholders 
party. 


Kovaot, who spent more than 


fjeven year« In Russian prisons and 
i» probably the only person the 
Hungarian peasantry would ac- 
cept as their leader, had been a 
minister of state in Imre Nagy's 
short-lived government which the 
Russians -overthrew. 
, What Kadar' discussed with Ko- 
vacs could not be, learned. 


Although Malenkov is a deputy 


'premier of the,Soviet "Union, his 
exact position in the present- 
f;Kremlin hierarchy la not certain. 
i Named to succeed Stalin, he was 
deposed- after he had sought to 
I'shift policies in. the direction Of 
more consumer goods and com- 
forts for the Russian people.

FOUR BILLIONS 
TO CONTINUE 
FOREIGN AID 


By JOHN SOALI 


Washington (JP) — The Eisen- 


hower administration Is tentative- 
ly planning: to aak Congress for 
slightly more than four billion dol- 
lars ,to continue foreign aid for 
a 10th straight year. 


Such a stun would boost to more 


than 60 billion, dollars the amount 
of money the United States has 
granted for food, raw materials, 
weapons and technical assistance 
to more than 40 nations since the 
Marshall plan was launched in 
1948. 
The new .program, now being 


drafted by officials, would cover 
the fiscal year beginning next 
July 1. 
President Eisenhower, who may 


officially disclose Its size in his 
budget message In January, still 
must give final approval to the 
sum tentatively agreed upon. 


The State and Defense Depart- 


ments and the International Co- 
operation Administration, 
which 


operates agreed on a figure of 
slightly more than four billion dol- 
lars and have submitted it to the 
Budget Bureau, an arm of the 
White House. 


The aum Is about 900 million 


dollars less than the administra- 
tion sought from Congress this 
year. Congress cut about a billion 
dollars from the administration 
program, voting $3,766,000,000. 


Officials said the sum to be 


asked In new money would make 
it possible to maintain spending 
for both economic and military 
aid at current levels. This spend- 
ing now totals about $4,200,000,000 
annually— $2,700,000,000 of it for 
military aid. 


One big unresolved question at 


present, informants said, is what 
to do about foreign aid to the 
war jittery Middle East. Econom- 
ic aid programs have been sus- 
pended for Egypt, Israel, Jordan 
and Syria.

Leader 


today looked to a.bi-partisan tax 
study commission to come up with 
one "outstanding recommendation" 
to meet the commonwealth's reve- 
nue needs in the next two years. 


Leader also expressed hope the 


commission, which is studying the 
overall state fiscal problem, will 
arrive at its recommendation be- 
fore the 1957-59 Legislature meets 
New Tear's Day.

ments will be." 


The governor declined "at this

Much of the land involved in the 


lease is operated by the State For- 
ests and Waters Department. 


The land is located in the Leldy 


and Greenlick gas fields. 


Dr. Maurice K. Goddard, for- 


ests and waters secretary, said 
the gas will be stored 5,000 feet 
below the ground In sands from 
which gas was originally extract- 
ed. 
, The governor said the gas com- 
pany expects to Invest 25 million 
dollars in converting the facility 
from production to storage. 


Dr. Goddard said that Pennsyl- 


vania has 57 such gas storage fa- 
cilities in operation. This he said 
is more than any other etate. 


However the new lease will be 


the first one in which state-owned 
land is Involved.

London (JP)—Antl-American feeling soared to new heights today 


In Britain. Cartoonists lampooned President Eisenhower mercilessly. A 
denunciation of U. S. policy introduced by more than 100 Conservative* 
was beforo Parliament. 


Other voices, however, called for renewed efforts 
to heal tho 


breach with the United States caused by the British-French dilemma 
in Egypt. 


In Parliament, the opposing views were spelled out In motion* of 


the minority Labor and Liberal parties urging reconciliation with 
Washington and by an Influential section of the ruling Conservative 
party attacking the U. N. Assembly and blaming U. S. Middle East 
policy for "gravely endangering the Atlantic alliance."

Commons. Seldom in history has 
so large a segment of the British^ 
government party undertaken an 
attack in this fashion on an allied j 
nation.

foreign secretary, Selwyn Lloyd, 
on his efforts to secure interna- 
tional control of the Suez Canal, 
and deplores both the resolution

Four separate U. N. resolutions 


have called on Britain, France and 
Israel to pull their 
Egypt.

ported them. The endorsement ol 
tho resolution by nearly a third of 
the Conservative membership o£ 
tha House promised grave trouble 
for the government if it began a 
complete withdrawal. 


If the Conservatives hold ranks, 


they could easily adopt the mo- 
tion".'But the party itself has been 
split by dissension over the Brit- 
ish-French intervention In Egypt, 
although they closed ranks behind 
Prime Minister Eden Nov. 23 when 
he left for Jamaica suffering from 
overstrain. 
'Opposition motions urging the 
Conservative government to try to 
restore the close understanding of 
previous years with tho 
United 


States were filed by a group of 
Laborites and also by the tiny, 
middle-of-the-road Liberal party. 


In France, too, public opinion 


mounted against the United States 
as a result of the Suez crisis. The 
United States was blamed for not 
moving faster to supply Europe 
with petroleum to replace the cut- 
off Middle East supplies. 


But French Foreign

Christian Pineau said: "Despite 
our bitterness, we cannot renounce 
American friendship nor tha At- 
lantic Alliance."

cause a slow-up all along the line. 
Then there's always the danger 
that commercial shipments and in- 
coming Christmas mail will inter- 
fere with the outgoing operations.

In conclusion the Postmaster ad- 


vised that Christmas gifts and 
cards for distant points be mailed 
this week, if possible and certainly 
not after December 10th.

ages for local delivery should be 
mailed by December 17th and all 
Christmas cards for nearby destin- 
ations by at least a week before 
Christmas.

Addressing the group at a ses- 


sion held at the Eagles Club, in 
Meadville, Pa., Claude S. Klugh, of 
Harrisburg, General Manager of 
the Pennsylvania Automotive As- 
sociation, reported: 


"Under tha new Federal high- 


way program now underway in the 
Commonwealth, the State will re- 
ceive allocations of $341,300,000 
for highway construction over the 
next three years. In addition, the 
State will be expected to con- 
tribute approximately $117,400,000 
in matching funds, bringing the to- 
tal which may be expended for 
construction for the three year 
penod to $458,700,000." 


He added that the Federal high- 


way piogram provides for the ex- 
penditure of 32 billion, 500 million 
dollars for road construction with- 
in tha next 13 year* throughout 
the nation. 


E W Parkinson, of Harrisburg, 


Assistant Manager of P. A. A. 
discussed progress being made in 
the driver education programs in 
the State's high schools and the 
State's system for th« inspection 
of motor vehicles, both of which 
he declared are "vital to improve- 
ment in present and future traffic 
fatality records on Pennsylvania's 
highways."

Two Weeks Period for Shooting 
Oi Male Deer Opens Monday, 
December 3? and Closes Dec. 15 


Hundreds of thousands of hunters all over the state, and thous- 


ands of non-residents too, are readying gear and laying plans for 
Pennsylvania's 1956 buck deer season. 


The season opens at 7 a. m., December a Hud closes at 6 p. m , 


December 15. Only male deer with two or more points to one antler 
or a male deer with an antler (spike) three or more inches long shall 
b« considered legal game this season. 


Reports from the field indicate that this year thera are as many 


legal bucks roaming the Commonwealth as last. The Game Commis- 
sion therefore anticipates the male deer kill in 1956 will be about the 
same as that of 1955, when over 45,000 legal bucks were reported taken 
in a similar deer season of two weeks duration. Weather, as always, 
will b'e an important factor in deciding the total take. 


Judging from numerous reports of large bucks with trophy racks 


being killed on highways through farming sections and near areas of 
human concentration many deer hunters could have outstanding suc- 
cess near home. Deer living in fruiga areas are often larger than their 
cousins In the forested mountains,^, 
and there Is less competition for 
the prizes in such localities. 


There is no camp limit on male 


deer taken in the coming season 
but, whether hunting alone or with 
a group, no hunter may lawfully 
kiH more than one deer as pre- 
scribed by season in 1956. Owner- 
ship 
of a current Pennsylvania 


hunting license entitles an archer 
who did not take a buck in the 
special October bow and 
arrow 


season to use either bow or gun to 
bag an antlered deer in the com- 
ing season. 


When 5 or more persons 
hunt 


together, or in any way cooperate 


j in hunting deer, the usual big game 
loster is required. 


All automatic or semi-automatic 


firearms are forbidden in the tak- 
ing of deer in the Commonwealth. 
Pump shotguns and the single and 
double barrel 
varieties, 
firing 


slugs, are allowed. Pump shotguns 
as well as rifles may be loaded to 
capacity for deer hunting. It is 
unlawful to use .22 or .25 caliber 
rimfira cartridges for tha taking 
at big game in this state.

SAVE ROUTE 6 


This reminder about the "Save Route 6" cam- 


paign is reprinted from the current issue of "The 
Warren Idea" published by the Warren Area Cham- 
ber of Commerce: 


The time is drawing near for a decision on whether 


Route 6 will be retained on the Federal Interstate 
System of Highways. The decision will be made in 
Washington by the U. S. Bureau of Roads which has 
already received the brief prepared by Murray Garber, 
Save Route 6 attorney, who has very ably compiled 
data and arguments showing why Route 6 should be 
on the Interstate and should not be penalized in favor 
of a central Pennsylvania road. As you know, the 
state administration has proposed to the federal gov- 
ernment that the central Pennsylvania new road! be 
substituted for Route 6 on the Interstate. 


At a meeting in Wellsboro on October 26th the 


Save Route 6 Committee presented to state Secretary 
of Highways Joseph Lawler a petition of more than 
10,000 names asking that Route 6 be kept in the fed- 
eral program. That same day Mr. Lawler outlined a 
so-called "improvement" program for Route 6 which is 
entirely unsatisfactory to us and a poor substitute for 
the kind of highway we would get by being part of the 
Interstate System. 


In order to strengthen our brief a survey has been 


sent to all industrial plants in the northern tier of 
Pennsylvania so that we' get information on the 
amount of trucking which is used along Route 6. The 
questionnaires are to be sent directly to Harry Garvin 
in Bradford, Chairman of the "Save Route 6" com- 
mittee. 


HOLIDAY TRAGEDIES 


One of the most frightening things in our world 


today is the ever-increasing number of deaths caused 
by accidents on the highways, in our homes and places 
of business. 


Before you finish reading these few paragraphs 


another person will have died violently, needlessly, 
somewhere in the United States.

Homer, president of the Bethlehem 
Steel Corp., said today. 


He made the statement 
In a 


speech prepared for the 
annual 


convention 
of the 
Investment 


Bankers Asns. of America. 


This expansion would mean a 


total annual output of 200 million 
tons, 70 million more ingot tons 
than now. 


Will higher steel prices be nec- 


essary to provide for such a tre- 
mendoua expansion? 


Homer Bald "the necessary price 


adjustments for this purpose need 
not be drastic." 


He said he hopes for a policy 


of moderation as to prices. "It is 
not logical to expect that our cus- 
tomers, and in consequence 
the 


rest of the economy, should be 
saddled with the whole financial 
burden of a necessary expansion" 
he declared. 


There is, however, a big cash 


problem involved in building fu- 
ture steel capacity, he said.. He 
maintained the issue would be met 
through "higher earnings, finan- 
cial borrowing, stabilized wage 
costs, accelerated amortization and 
more realistic pricing." 


Homer said the steel industry is 


"conscious of its duty" to 
com- 


bat inflationary pressures. "We in- 
tend to do everything possible to 
make our contribution 
through 


more efficient operation and there- 
by offset as much. ,as possible the 


growing employment costs," he ad- 
ded. 


Expansion in the industry is go- 


ing on now, he said, at a rate of 
about five million ingot tons an- 
nually through 1958. He estimated 
the industry will need to spend 
well over five billion dollars with- 
in the next five years to create 
some 20 million tons of new ca- 
pacity. 


The oil and natural gas securi- 


ties committee of the association 
reported to the convention- that its 
study showed it will be 1959 or 
1960 as the earliest likely dates 
for the generation of private atom- 
ic power. It anticipated no serious 
threat in the relatively near fu- 
ture to the oil and natural gas in- 
dustry from atomic energy as a 
source of power.

Haren, 9th November 1956 


i Dear Weiler Family, 


I have at last returned to my 


flat, rainy home country, which 
now seems very dreary after the 
airy-like fall colors in Penn'a., N. 
T. State and Canada. Just like 
Sally, I was expected to get ad- 
usted straight away to the daily 
•outine of teaching, but of course 
ve must not complain, because we 
have generous vacations (^'e need 
them, naturally!). After a few 
veeks of fearful efforts to get 
used to these people, called Hol- 
.anders, we moved into another 
house (I gave you my present ad- 
dress and very gradually it is get- 
tog fit to live in. I very much en- 
loyed the'ride with PeU (?) to 
[thaca. The country there is very 
beautiful The next day I talked 
to several people of the languages 
and agricultural 
departments. I 


tried to get to the Adirondack re- 
gion, first from Syracuse and then 
from Watertown, but I was not 
successful. 


I was advised to go to Gan-

I told you of my vagus plans 


to settle in. the U. S., but after 
making many inquiries and seeing 
many college people, I still don't 
know whether I'll do it some tlm« 
or not.
